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2016 Annual Meeting Proposed By- 
Law Changes 


At the December Annual meeting we will be voting on 
three proposed changes to the by-laws. Here are the 
changes for consideration and your vote at the 
meeting: 


Proposed Amendments to the By-Laws: 

Amendment #1: Section 3.1 is amended to permit the 
Monthly Business Meeting to start promptly at 7:30 
PM. 

(Note: Section 3.1 currently states that the Monthly 
Business Meeting starts promptly at 8 PM.) 

The Council agreed to the proposal and recommends 
that it be presented to the members for their vote at 
the December business meeting. 


Amendment #2: Section 3.2 is amended to permit the 
Council to vote by e-mail. 


(Note: Section 3.2 currently requires meetings either in 
person or by telephone or other “real-time interactive 
communication” .) 

The Council agreed to the proposal and recommends 
that it be presented to the members for their vote at 
the December business meeting. 


Amendment #3: Section 7.2.1 is amended to extend the 
membership period for new members paying dues for 
the first time on or after October 1 of a calendar year to 
include all of the following year. 


(Note: Section 7.2.1 currently states that dues for 
introductory membership cannot be pro-rated. This 
actually may discourage people from joining the club late 
in the year, because if they pay now, they have to pay 
again in December/January. Last year we voted to extend 
Introductory Membership in this way, but now we are 
proposing to incorporate this into the By-Laws with this 
amendment).

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Tech Talk 


What’s So Attractive? 


Magnets, of course! We often forget that 
magnets and magnetism play an important role in 
all of our electronic circuits. 


Inductors, large and small, are found everywhere. 
There are even tiny surface mount inductors only 
a few millimeters wide. They may be considered 
the opposite of capacitors in the sense that 
capacitors do not like changes in voltage while 
inductors do not like changes in current. 


So the rapidly changing current in AC is blocked 
by the magnetic fields which create an induced 
electromotive force, while DC flows through 
unimpeded. To a DC circuit an inductor appears as 
a short. An inductor stores magnetic energy while 
a capacitor stores an electric charge. 


In radio work, inductors are used to match 
impedances and minimize transmission line 
reflections and loss - and to create resonance. 
May the electromagnetic force be with you!
